Probably 70 per cent of the 
troubles encountered in old citrus 
orchards in, Tulare county can be 
traced to too much water or too 
much cultivation or a combination 
of both. 

Over watering of citrus trees 
always results in root damage 
which becomes progressively worse 
in time. The one way to overcome 
some: of this damage is to dry out 
{the soil occasionally to stimulate 
new root development. The diffi- 
culty with bearing trees is in 
finding a time of year when the 
soil can be allowed to dry more 
than usual without hurting fruit 
size. 

It is possible to improve this 
condition by watching soil mois- 
ture conditions in the spring. For 
instance, at this time of the year 
trees are not using nearly as 
much water as they will in July 
and August. Consequently- there 
is no need to put the trees on a 
full irrigation schedule until later 
in the year. 
| The soil on the north and east 
| sides of orange trees will dry out 
very slowly and because drying 
is beneficial] thé tree should be 
allowed to use the moisture in the 
soil before more is applied. 

One_of the best ways to.make 
sure that the tree has adequate 
water while. still drying out part 
of the soil is to irrigate only 
in the furrow on the south or west 
side of the tree for the first and 
second irrigation. As the irriga- 
tion season progresses to a time 
where the trees uses more and 
more moisture, much good can 
be done for water damaged trees 
by irrigating alternate middles.

Tentative plans to present a 


$1,420,000 bond issue to the peo- | 


ple of the Porterville union high 
school: district was reached last 
night when high school board 
members, advisory committee 
members and county officials met. 
at the school for final considera- 
tion of school expansion problems 
that have been discussed pro and 
con for the past year. 

Informally, County Counsel 
Ralph Nickerson was instructed 
by board members to prepare the 
necessary resolution providing for 
a bond election about June 1. The 
board is expected to consider this 
resolution next week. 

Under the proposed plan, the 
following improvements would 
be made at the existing high 
school plant: Home economic pf) 
building, $125,000; agricultural 
shop, $100,000; gymnasium, 
$300,000; four class rooms, $60,- 
000; bus sheds, ,$40,000; music 
classrooms, $50,000; electrical 
plant, $40,000; stadium, $50,000 
and’ improving of existing build- 
ings and remodeling shop build- 
ings, $100,000. 

In addition, Porterville college 
would be moved to a. separate 
campus, with the following con- 
struction: 12 classrooms and ad- 
ministration unit, $180,000; all 
purpose building, $150,000; shop, 
$125,000; land, $50,000 and agri- 
cultural development, $50,000. 

These are approximate figures 
that have been worked out by 
the schoo] administration. Bonds, 
if voted, would be for a 16-year 
period and would require a’ 40 
cent tax rate. ee

Potato Program 
Adoption Is 


‘Recommended 

The U. S. department of agri- 
culture announced rerently a de- 
cision recommending adoption of 
a Federal marketing agreement 
and order to regulate the handling 


of California potatoes. The pro-. 


gram, which has been proposed 
by growers to stablize the market- 
ing of the crop, would cover all 
potatoes grown in California (ex- 
cept Modoc and Siskiyou counties 
which’ are included in: another 
marketing agreement and order.) 

The marketing agreement and 
order -would authorize regulation 
| by grade and size for any or all 
' varieties of table stock or seed, by 
' pack, for any or:all portions of the 
marketing season, and during any 
, period. The marketing committees 
‘also could recommend packing 
holidays of not to exceed 5 days 
in any one month. 

The committees also may recom- 
mend psecial treatment of ship- 
mend special] treatment of ship- 
fied purposes so that all outlets 
not competitive with the table 
stock market may be used to the 
fullest advantage. Minimum stan- 
dards of quality and maturity 
may be established at any time. 

This action will be followed by 
a decision of the secretary of agri- 
culture which, if favorable, will 
be followed by a referendum 
among producers in the produc- 
tion area. The proposed order 
must be favored by at leaat two- 
thirds of the voters participating, 
by number or volume of produc- 
tion, before it can be made effec- 
tive, and the’agreement must be 
signed by handlers representing 
at least 50 per cent of the vol- 
ume covered by the agreement. 


Three Provisions 
For Allotment Of 
Cotton.Acreages 


New cotton legislation, recently 
passed by Congress, provides for 
minimum 1950 acreage allotments 
based on one of three provisions, 
L. D. Flory, chairman of the PMA 
Tulare county committee, said 


| this week. 


The revised allotments are based 
on the larger of (1) 65 per cent 
of the average acreage planted to 
cottgn (or devoted to war crops 
in place of cotton) in 1946, 1947 
and 1948; (2) 45 per cent of 
the highest acreage planted to 
cotton on the farm during any one 
of the three years; but (3) not 
more than 40 per cent of the 
1949 acreage which was tilled 
on the farm or in regular rota- 
tion. 

Any owner or operator of a 
cotton farm in Tulare county who 
believes he is entitled to an acre- 
age increase and wants to be con- 
sidered by the county committee 
for possible allotment’ adjustment 
under the legislation must file 
an application not later than 
Today. 

Application forms may be ob- 
tained from the PMA County of- 
fice at 121 East Center street, 
Visalia.

Greater Cotton 
Acreage Is

L. D. Flory, chairman of the 
Tulare County P M A committee 
states that owners and operators 
of cotton farms having a Group 
I (Old Cotton Farm) allotment 
have the privilidge of requesting 
additional allotment under the 
March 31st amendment of the 
Agricultural Adjustment act of 
1938. Requests must be made in 
writing on special forms at the 
P M A office at 121 East Center 
street, Visalia, California.
